Two Breathitt 
vote 

buyers convicted 


federal jury in Lexington last week 
convicted two Breathitt Countians for buying 
votes in the May 2010 primary election. 

Naomi Johnson, 61, and Earl Young, 44, 
were convicted of conspiring to buy votes, and 
one count each of vote buying. The verdict 
was returned following two and a half days of 
trial and approximately three and a half hours 
of deliberation. 

Another co-defendant, Jackie Jennings, 61, 
pleaded guilty to two counts of vote buying 
and a conspiracy charge during the first day 
of the trial. 

Evidence at trial proved that the three de¬ 
fendants conspired to buy votes for Michael 
Salyers, a candidate for county magistrate. 

Testimony proved that Salyers was provided 
hundreds of dollars to pay individuals to cast 
their votes for him by absentee ballot. Evidence 
showed that the defendants traveled with voters 
to the courthouse. Young and Jennings verified 
that the voters voted. Voters were paid after 

informing Salyers they voted for him. One witness testified that he was paid $25. 

Salyers pleaded guilty to the vote buying conspiracy in February. 

Jennings, Johnson and Young will appear in federal court for their sentences on July 26. Salyers will be sentenced 
on May 23. Each defendant faces up to five years in prison. 

The investigation was conducted by the FBI.

Trooper Jarrod Smith was dispatched to the scene, 
and attempted to make contact with Bowling. 

Police said that before Trooper Smith arrived, 

Bowling allegedly used his vehicle to damage an¬ 
other one parked at the residence. 

Smith found Bowling in the woods near the area 
of the initial complaint. He was “apprehended after 
a physical altercation with Trooper Smith,” police 
said. 

Trooper Josh Wilson, from the London Post, assisted Smith. 

Bowling was lodged in the Three Forks Regional Jail in Beattyville charged with assault in the third degree 
(police officer), fleeing or evading in the first degree, criminal mischief in the first degree, operating a motor ve¬ 
hicle under the influence of drugs/alcohol fourth offense, resisting arrest, menacing, no operator’s license, failure 
to register motor vehicle, and giving false name or address to police officer. 

Trooper Smith received minor injuries from the altercation, and was treated and released from the Manchester

Knocking Monkeys

Last-minute bills were 
printed, passed and enrolled 
into the evening Thursday 
as the Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly bid adieu to its 2012 
Regular Session after passing 
final legislation on the 60 th and 
last legislative day. 

Those include a bill that 
will create a state income tax 
check-off for contributions to 
local food banks, legislation 
to improve oral health care 
for nursing home residents in 
collaboration with the UK and 
UL schools of dentistry, and a 
resolution to create a task force 
to study Kentucky’s public 
pension funds. 

We also gave final approval 
to a rural investment bill that 
will allow for the creation of 
so-called “new generation co¬ 
operatives”, designed to bring 
new investors to the state’s 
agriculture, energy and other 
industries. The legislation, 
found in HB 441, is based on 
a model law now in place in 
Tennessee and nearly a dozen 
other states that allows such 
cooperatives to have investors 
rather than only patrons, its 
supporters explained. 

The House and Senate had 
worked behind the scenes 
since the veto recess began 
March 30 to reach agreement 
on the two-year blueprint for 
state roads and bridges, but 
striking a deal was difficult (at 
best) since both chambers and 
most members had competing 
ideas about which of the liter¬ 
ally hundreds of worthy road 
projects should be included. 

When the impasse on the 
Road Plan, found in House Bill 
267, and House Joint Resolu¬ 
tion 77—a piece of legislation 
that lists state and federal road 
projects for the last four “out 
years” of the overall projected 
six-year plan — was broken 
late Thursday, we lawmakers 
were relieved and satisfied we 
had met our duty to provide for 
the Commonwealth’s trans¬ 
portation needs until our next 
budget session in 2014. 

The two-year Road Plan 
passed both chambers and 
was sent to the governor to be 
signed into law Thursday af¬ 
ternoon, along with the list of 
future projects in the six-year 
plan. But our work on making 
that Road Plan a reality was 
not finished. 

As the plans were being 
signed and delivered to the 
governor’s office, a group of 
lawmakers continued meeting 
on a Transportation Cabinet 
operating budget that would 
actually pay for the projects in 
the two-year Road Plan. That 


budget, found in HB 266, was 
dissected and debated until 
late into the night. But in the 
end, the bill never made it back 
to House for final passage. 

The result of the impasse 
is undesirable, but necessary: 
We lawmakers have been 
called by the governor into 
an extraordinary “special” 
session, beginning at noon on 
Monday, to approve a Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet budget. The 
Commonwealth must have 
a two-year Road Plan and a 
way to fund the projects found 
therein. 

Also unresolved when the 
final gavel fell just before 
midnight on Thursday was a 
prescription drug bill. It will 
also be tackled in the special 
session. 

Thousands of Kentuckians 
and their families are devastat¬ 
ed by the scourge of pain pill 
addiction each year. So-called 
‘pill mills,’ the shady pain- 
management ‘clinics’ known 
for providing a seemingly end¬ 
less supply of potent narcotics 
to virtually anyone who asks 
as long as they’ll pay, are fuel¬ 
ing the devastation. It’s obvi¬ 
ous that legislation to regulate 
those facilities and monitor the 
prescription and distribution of 
narcotics is needed as quickly 
as possible. 

Granted, we lawmakers 
would rather finish all our 
work in regular session than 
come back to Frankfort. 
But the legislative process 
doesn’t always unfold neatly. 
Sometimes, it is more like a 
crumpled ball of paper that 
is unwadded and pressed out 
dozens of times by hand but 
never quite wrinkle-free. Im¬ 
perfect, but usable. 

We will, without a doubt, use 
the work that we did on HB 
266 and HB 4 in special ses¬ 
sion. Doing so will ensure that 
our work on the bill in regular 
session is not for naught, and 
that the special session is con¬ 
cluded quickly. 

The end of the 2012 Regular 
Session, therefore, is a reason 
for celebration, reflection 
and preparation for what lies 
ahead. We accomplished most 
everything we set out to do, 
and we will finish what is left 
to be done in what we hope 
will be a short special session. 
As always, I will keep you 
informed of what happens 
at the Capitol every step of 
the way. And you can always

I spent the last three days 
in a seminar at Berea to learn 
an exercise program which is 
designed to challenge athletes 
and still be enjoyable and bene¬ 
ficial to young children and the 
elderly. It isn’t a new program. 
It’s actually been around since 
the late 70s and early 80s. 

What was so impressive 
to me was how my percep¬ 
tion of physical fitness was 
altered. I learned the routines 
(which weren’t that challeng¬ 
ing in terms of being overly 
taxing nor did I break a sweat 
the entire time I was working 
out), performed them for 2.5 
days under careful instruc¬ 
tion and had the opportunity 
to see a demonstration of a 
work out session performed 
by a couple in their seven¬ 
ties, a couple in their 60s and 
a woman who was 84. Just 
so you know, these folks did 
routines in chairs, standing 
up and laying down on the 
floor. They all (including the 
fellahs who were both packing 
quite a bit of extra weight) 
were able to move from the 
chair to the floor to standing 
without assistance or pain. 

Talking to these folks af¬ 
terwards, I learned one couple 
were local farmers who knew 
everything about farming (I 
know more about sweet com 
varieties and planting times 
than I ever wanted to)who had 
moved from Perry County to 
Madison County and started 
farming with a garden plot 
provided by Berea College 
decades ago. The other couple 
retired from Square D and the 
84 year old woman (in her own 
words, which I believed), who 
was in “perfect shape”, lived 
on a farm. I also learned this 
program helped them reduce 
their weight, decreased their 
medication and generally im¬ 
proved the quality of their 
lives by increasing their range 


of motion, energy, mental 
focus, balance and strength. 
The gentleman farmer said 
it was a lot easier hoofing it 
to the house when he got his 
lawn mower stuck to get the 
tractor to pull himself out. 

The point is, these folks 
weren’t exercise people. They 
were the salt of the earth types 
who get up every day and still 
want to get things done even 
though they were dealing with 
age and health issues. And 
they found this program which 
keeps them motivated and ex¬ 
ercising without hurting their 
muscles, breaking a sweat, 
or making them breath hard. 

Before Friday, I wouldn’t 
have said this was an exercise 
program, but after attending 
and seeing the results, I’ve 
changed my mind. You can get 
“Gain without the Pain”. And 
just so you know, I enjoyed the 
workout and felt benefits even 
though I wasn’t lifting weights 
or body taxing calisthenics. 

With statistics which put 
Kentuckians in the worse 
states for diabetes, sedentary 
lifestyles, obesity, and heart 
conditions, doesn’t it make 
sense to learn more about what 
it means to develop a personal 
program which helps you 
stay healthy for a life time? 

Of course, my perception 
of what constitutes a work 
out being changed made me 
think about how others might 
have their perceptions changed 
regarding other problems in 
the community like limited 
jobs, the drug problem, declin¬ 
ing population, developing 
strategic plans, limited eco¬ 
nomic opportunities, etc.... I 
ask you to get involved with 
local groups like the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce to learn 
more about what’s going on 
and see if your perception is 
changed.
